The Confessions of 
Brownell and Bennett. 


IN BENNETT's affidavit, he 
refers only to the period dating 
from Dec. 17, 1954 to Feb. 1, 
1955. And Bennett applies his 
affidavit to Davis, alone. He 
does not deny that Negroes are 
jimcrowed in prisons under his 
direction; his plea is only that 
Davis, since he filed his anti- 
jimcrow suit last December, has 
been “placed in housing quar- 
ters in ‘J’ unit which is used as 
the Administrative Segregation 
Unit for the Institution.” 

This step was taken, Bennett 
writes, after “a group of other 
Sacer ip at the Insttiution were 
eard to voice threats of physi- 
cal harm against him,’ and to 
“facilitate his protection from 
the other inmates.” On the first 
of February the prison director 
reports, “tive prisoners are hous- 
ed in this unit, three of whom 
are+*Negro and two whites.” 

Then comes the defense 
which has a tinge of barbarism. 
How could a man held in vir- 
tual solitary confinement, with 
no ordinary prison rights what- 
ever, be segregated? Bennett in- 
nocently asks the court. But let 
us put it in his own words as 
contained paragraphs six, seven 
and eight of ‘his affidavit: 

“Since his admission to Ad- 
ministrative Segregation do not 
attend functions in the audi- 
torium, gymnasium or in other 
places set aside “for entertain- 
ment. Since his admission to Ad- 
ministrative Segregation, Davis 
has at no time attended such 
functions. 

“Accordingly, Davis is not 
segregated from the other pris- 
oners on the basis of his race or 


color in the Terre Haute peni- 
tentiary.” 

If, as Bennett claims, Davis 
was in danger of attack from the 
inmates, then his affidavit is 
proof that a thorough investiga- 
tion of the prisons is in order. 
For either the political hysteria 
whipped up by the McCarthy- 
ites have pervaded the prisons, 
or racism has been cultivated in 
prisons to the point of forcing 
swer that if a Negro prisoner 


“cruel and unusual punishment.”

BENNETTS “ANSWER” is 
really a confession of guilt. 
Federal prisons ARE segregated, 
despite Attorney General Brow- 
nell’s apparent opposition to seg- 
regation in other phases of 
American life. Negroes ARE 
subjected to extra punishment 
in prisons, because they ARE 
Negroes—or does Bennett con- 
tend that the general segrega- 
tion in prison is to “protect” 
Negroes. from physical attacks? 
This is the reason given by the 
Segrationists in the South for 
maintaining a “bi-racial society.” 

And it IS true, according to 
Bennett's admissions in his ‘an- 
wer that if a Negro prisoner 
complains, as did Davis, he is 
subjected—as a Negro—to even 
more cruel repressions. 

The authorities have moved 
from Terre Haute, making the 
anti-segregation suit moot, but 
Brownell and. Bennett stand 
self-condemned as racist jailers. 
If, as the President has said, the 
Executive Branch will not toler- 
ate segregation where it has the 
power, why do Brownell and 
Bennett get away with it?
